White Still Scheduled To Die 


The execution of a Texas man who 
says he wants to die is still scheduled 
for Dec. IO, even though his partner in 
the crime, who also was sentenced to 
die the sam e day. has had his death 
delayed 
Robert Excel White and Jam es 
Owen Livingston were convicted of 
capital murder for the same crime. 
But Livingston, who said he wanted to 
pursue all his appeals, was granted a 
stay of execution Wednesday 
by 
Supreme Court Justice Lewis F 
Powell. 


The stay will be extended until 
Livingston files an appeal and the 
court disposes of it, Powell said 


A similar request for a stay of 
execution was made against 
the 
wishes of White, but the court took no 
action on that request. The court did 
not deny the request, filed by at­ 
torneys on behalf of White, and the 
justices could take action on it at any 
time. 


White and Livingston both lost their 
final state appeal in late November

(UPI) — Authorities say before dawn Wednesday a veteran 
police officer entered the bedroom of the home he left when his divorce 
proceeding began, shot and killed his estranged wife and her male friend and 
then turned the gun on himself. 
Police said Floyd Hudman, 51, used his service revolver to kill Carol Hudman, 
33, Allen Smith, 43, and himself. Hudman had been a police officer for 15 years 
and spent an additional seven years with the sheriffs department.

when the Texas Court of Criminal 
Appeals refused to order a delay in the 
Dec. IO executions. 
The plea by White’s attorneys in­ 
cluded a previously undisclosed letter 
White mailed to the Supreme Court 
which was received last week 
The letter, with a return address at 
the state prison in Huntsville, said by 
filing an appeal the attorneys were 
“ acting against my express in­ 
structions and desire I explicitly told 
him that I did not wish any federal 
appeal of any sort whatsoever ” 
“ I have confined in a death row cell 
for over two years,” White wrote “ I 
have had plenty of time to consider 
my particular situation My execution 
date has been set for Dec. IO, 1976, and 
at my request, and I am mentally 
prepared to accept the judgement of 
sentence im posed upon me. Any 
delay now will only inflict needless 
mental hardship on me 
“Therefore, 
I request 
that 
the 
petition. . .now pending in this court be 
denied,” White concluded 
White says he wants to be executed 
Dec. IO and had pleaded with the 
judge who sentenced him to give him 
an early execution date. 
“ I don’t want to live with myself no 
more,” White told 199th District Court 
Judge Tom Ryan of Plano “ I’m not 
going to ask for forgiveness from no 
one because I don’t deserve it.” 
Attorney J E. Abernathy said both 
would apply to the Supreme Court for 
a delay of execution, even though 
White wanted to die. He said the 
request would also include an appeal 
for a writ of certiorari which asks the 
court to review certain points in error 
in the trial. 
Both men were convicted of capital 
murder in the slaying of Preston 
Broyles. 73. a Princeton grocery store 


attendant, during a robbery which 
netted $60 
White also was charged with killing 
two teen-age customers, Billy St John 
and Gary Coker, during the May IO, 
1974. robbery 
Abernathy said the attorneys felt it 
their duty to pursue the appeal despite 
White’s desire to die 
“We were appointed by the court to 
represent the man and we felt an 
ethical duty not to abandon him.’’ 
Abernathy said 
“There were a lot of questions of 
whether he rationally had decided 
upon this We thought what we did 
was an ethical thing and we went 
forward ”

By United Press International 
Government figures indicate the 
economy has yet to pick up. and 
President-elect Jimmy Carter says 
it’s in even worse shape than he 
claimed during the election cam 
paign

reported Wednesday that its index of 
leading indicators 
which is sup 
posed to predict the future of the 
economy 
was unchanged in October 
after two monthly declines 
Factory orders, excluding defense, 
fell 0.5 per cent with a nearly 5 per 
cent drop in steel, aluminum and 
prim ary metals leading the way 
Vice President-elect Walter Mon 
dale criticized the steel industry’s 6 
percent price increase as inflationary 
and called for a rollback He said the 
steel companies obviously were trying 
to take advantage of the change in 
presidents 
P ress S ecretary 
Ron 
Nessen, 
m eanw hile, said President Ford 
would have nothing to say about the 
steel price rise until “all the facts are 
in.”
